DECLARES PRICES 
ARE TOO LOW 


Statement Says Effect of 
Stock Market Collapse on 
Grain Values Is Entirely 
Unwarranted. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 26.—The Fed- 
eral Farm Board placed $100,000,- 
000 at the call of the grain co-op- 
eratives today, pledged its aid in 
demanding more from Congress if 
necessary, and gave its opinion that 
prevailing prices for wheat were 
too low. 

While the new Farmers’ Nation- 
al Grain Corporation was perfect- 
ing its organization, Chairman 
Alexander Legge of the Farm 
Board issued its statement of policy 
ending the week's final organiza- 
tion conference. His statement 
follows: 

“The Federal Farm Board be- 
lieves that based on known world 
supply, the present prevailing 
prices for wheat are too low. The 
board believes that this unsatisfac- 
tory price level is chiefly due to 
the rapid or disorderly movement 
which is putting a large part of the 
year’s wheat supply on the market 
within a short time. 

“The unprecedented liquidation 
of industrial stocks and shrinkage 
in values within the last few days 
has also had an effect on wheat 
values which is entirely unwarrant- 
ed and wheat producers should not 
be forced to sell on a market af- 
fected by these conditions. 

To Lend to Co-operatives, 

“The Board also believes that the 
remedy lies in more orderly mar- 
keting. In order to assist wheat 
farmers to hold back their crop and 
at the same time have money with 
which to pay their obligations, the 
board proposes to loan wheat co- 
operatives, qualified as borrowers 
under the Capper-Voilstead act, 
sums sufficient to bring the total 
amount borrowed from all sources 
by such associations to the amount 
shown on the attached schedule. 
These loans will be carried on this 
basis until the close of the market- 
ing season. The wheat co-opera- 
tives are now borrowing certain 
sums for advances to members 
from commercia! banks, the Fed- 
eral Intermediate Credit banks and 
the Farm Board. The Board will 
make supplemental loans to co-op- 
eratives in amounts equal to the 
following pri hedule, taking in- 
to account the customary diffenen- 
tials: . 

No. 1 white amber, $1.12 bushel, 
basis Seattle. 

No. 1 Northern, 
Minneapolis.

“This schedule is based on a 
grade price and does not take into 
consideration premiums for higber 
quality of wheat. 

“In many sections of the country 
the board believes that the net 
advances which wheat co-opera- 
tives can make to their members 
under this loan plan will almost, 
if not quite, equal the amounts 
which are being paid by the specu- 
lators and others on actual  pur- 
chases from farmers. 

Lo Limit on Money. 

“There is a grain co-operative in 
every wheat State. It is open to 
the membership of every wheat 
farmer. The farmer may join, 
ship his wheat to a designated con- 
centration point where it may be 
graded and cleansed, and draw his 
advance. The co-operative will 
market the wheat in orderly fash- 
ion through the year, and will set- 
tle with the farmer on the basis 
of the fina] price obtained. 

“The board is confident’ that, 
considering the soundness of un- 
derlying conditions which affect 
the price of wheat, the plan de- 
ac; bed above furnishes a com- 
‘pl ly safe basis for making loans 
fr the board’s revolving fund. 

board places no limit on the 
amount of Government money to 
b&.so loaned. Nearly $100,000.000 
is available for the purpose and, 
if necessary, the board will also 
ask Congress to appropriate more. 

“Requests for facility loans 
should be taken up through the 
Farmers’ National Grain Corpora- 
tion.”

“And though I have the great- 
est respect for Mr. Grundy and 
know that he sincerely believes in 
a high tariff when Mr. Grundy 
doubles as the greatest collector 
of campaign funds he then be- 
comes a menace.

Watson to the Rescue. 
As George continued, Senator

Stock Which Is Favored 
in Allocating Returns. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—Con- 
siderable light on one of the most 
puzzling features of the stock mar- 
ket boom of 1928-29 will shortly 
be furnished by the Federal Trade 
Commission. The puzzle relates to 
the situation behind the extraor- 
dinary and persisting price ad- 


vances of the great body of stocks 
in the public utility holding class. 
the scope and speed of their mer- 
ger proceedings, and the complex 
financial structures resulting. 
There are few people who have 
much notion of the facts as 4a 
whole in this zone, but the com- 
mission’s corps of economists and 
accountants, mobilized in compli- 
ance with a Senate resolution to 
investigate the ,whole matter, is 
now winding up work and will be 
ready to report some comprehen- 
sive data within a few weeks. 

Though details will not be dis- 
closed until the commission calls 
its witnesses in open hearings, men 
who have been engaged in the 
work have developed some of the 
broad principles which underlie 
both the stock market perform- 
ances, and the swift spread of 
mergers. 

“It will probably be found that 
each of the great holding compa- 
nies, typically, in acquiring con- 
trol of an operating subsidiary, 
bought common or voting stock 
only,” said W. T. Chantland, one 
of the commission's special attor- 
neys in the work. “Then the oper- 
ating company, characteristically. 
proceeded to finance its own ex- 
pansion by the sale to customers 
of preferred or nonvoting stocks, 
or in some cases bonds, nearly all 
of which were in the fixed return 
class. The central holding corpor- 
ations maintain generally merely 
ownership of the majority of out- 
standing common stock in an en- 
terprise.” 


This is the situation that some- 
what explains the paradox fre- 
quently noted, that public utility 
securities, of the holding company 
class, have been able to pay 10, 
12 and 15 per cent. returns to 
shareholders, though the business 
is strictly regulated by state com- 
missions to prevent, in general, the 
earning of more than an 8 per 
cent annual return on the value 
of property put to public service in 
operation. The public regulation, 
in the first place, does not apply 
to the central holding corpora- 
tions, but to the operating sub- 
sidiaries. Then the typical oper- 
ating subsidiary has its investment 
represented half by 5 per cent 
bonds, and 40 per cent in the form 
of 6 per cent preferred stock, with 
only 10 per cent in a common vot- 
ing stock. The distribution of the 
operating company’s lawful 8 per 
cent return among’ these three 
classes of securities allows some 
remarkable rates of dividend to be 
paid on the smal) issues of voting 
common stock, which is what the 
holding corporation holds. 


Further, as the commission 
agents are finding particularly in 
the electrical branch, there is con- 
tinuous expansion going on, and 
this is financed almost always by 
more fixed interest issues, mostly 
sold to customers. The trend has 
been to keep the common stocks at 
the apex of the operating corpora- 
tion’s ifnancial structure, continu- 
ously bearing a smaller ratio to the 
outstanding issues of fixed return 
securities underlying them. There 
is a fine tangle to follow through, 
the commission economists have 
learned, before the problem can be 
worked out as to any one of the

FILIPINOS RENEW MOVE, 
70 GAIN INDEPENDENCE 


Draft Fresh Appeals to Con- 
gress Subject to Manila 
Legislature’s Approval. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Oct. 26.—The Philippine 
Independence Ccmmission, which is 
composed of all members of the 
Insular Legislature, took steps here 
today preliminary to a new ‘cam- 
paign it has planned. 

The Commission adopted two 
resolutions, one of which creates a 
mission of six lawmakers, three 
Senators and three Representatives, 
to go to the United States and ask 
the next session of Congress for 
independence. 

Senators Manuel Quezon, Presi- 
dent of the Upper ouse, and 
Sergio Osmena, and Manuel Roxas, 
speaker of the House of -Repre- 
sentatives, were chosen as members 
of this mission, as were Repre- 
sentative Manuel S. Brionés, ma- 
jority floor leader; Sen or Juan 
Sumulong. minority leader in the 
Senate, and Representative Gil, 
leader of the House minority. 

The second resolution provided 
for the appointment of a committee 
to formulate a concrete program 
for independence. This program 
would be presented to the United 
States Government to show how the 
Filipinos: propose to form their 
own government if independence is 
granted to them. -e 

Both resolutions must be ratified 
by the Legislature in order to be- 
come effective.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Oct. 26.—The 
University of Missouri “is in an ab- 
solutely scandalous condition be- 
money,” Allen

for homecoming today. 


“Missouri University is literally | 
to death,” he said. | 
in this | 
university. Of the ten, nine are | 
in immediate need of money to pay | 
decent salaries to their faculty. In | 
each college instructors are stead- | 
ily leaving because they are better | 


being starved 
‘There are ten colleges 


paid elsewhere. 

“The reason for this condition is 
not found in the failure of the bi- 
ennial Legislature to apportion ap- 
propriations properly. They give us 
even more than they have, and 
sometimes, for that reason, the 
Governor is forced to hold up the 
university's appropriations. Our 
problem is to find means of rais- 
ing the necessary money. 

“Fifty-eight per cent of our 
money goes into education. It's 
the problem of every citizen in the 
State. We pulled Missouri out of 
the mud in regard to highways. 
Now we must pull Missouri out of 
its inteltectual mud.” 

« Survey by Practical Men. 

McReynolds said he at first 
thought the survey would be a 
matter of routine and cursory 
work with a report that meant 
nothing presented to the Governor 
at the close of project.

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TWO-YEAR UNION ROW 
OVER ARTIFIIAL BRICK 


Dispute As to Whether Car- 
penters or Masons Shall 
Install Rockwood. 


A labor union dispute as to 
whether a composition building 
material used variously as a sub- 


stitute for wood, brick and tile 
Should be installed by carpenters 
or by brick masons has paralyzed 
the St. Louis and East St. Louis 
business of the Rockwood Corpora- 
tion of St. Louis for two and one- 
half years. 

Since February, 1927. when con- 
struction of Rockwood partitions 
in the Seven-Wal Garage was stop- 
ped to prevent a walk-out threat- 
ened by each of the two unions if 
the other handled the work, con- 
tractors have shied away from the 
material. Rather than buy Rock- 
wood and a labor problem, they 
hawe chosen to use the old-fash- 
ioned materials. 

The manufacturing company has 
taken the position that it does not 
care what craft installs Rockwood 
so long as it is installed. It has 
appealed to the local unions, to 
the American Federation of Labor 
and to the courts, including the 
United States Supreme Court. It 
has obtained rulings, expert opin- 
ion and advice but not a definite 
decision as to what craft should 
handle Rockwood. 

The local bricklayers’ union, 
which includes stone masons, tile 


|| setters and the like, has held that 


Rockwood should be recognized as 


‘| mason’s material because it is a 
|| substitute for brick and tile; the | 
carpenter’s union has held that it | 


is essentially carpenters’ material 
because it is handled like wood 
with saws, hammers and nails, 
without the use of mortar. 

| John T. Williams, president of 
the company, estimated yesterday 
that $300,000 of St. Louis capital 
has been poured into the venture 
during four years. The company’s 
plant in East St. Louts is capable 
of producing $50,000 worth of ma- 
terial a month but gross sales this 
year will not run beyond $15,000. 
Last year gross sales were $10,000. 
These sales were mostly to con- 
tractors and individuals building 
country homes in St. Louis County 
beyond the watchful eyes of union 
officials. 

“It is like a football game,” 
President Williams said, “and we 
are the football We are not op- 
posed to unions in general or to 
any union in particular. We want 
to sell Rockwood.” 

Williams related that after the 

1927 deadlock he appealed to the 
Building Trades Department of the 
American Federation of Labor 
which issued an opinion that Rock- 
wood was carpenters’ material.

Thirty thousand persons couldn't 
be wrong, but two Chicago boxing 
judges could and were, according 
to Ace Hudkins, labeled the Ne- 
braska Wildcat, and he will be-out 
to prove his point when he meets 
Mickey Walker of Rumson, N. J., 
the middleweight titleholder, in a 
return match for the world cham- 
pionship, Tuesdey night, in Wrig- 
ley Field, Los Angeles. The bout 
will be the outstanding fistic at- 
traction of the week. 

Few bouts caused the genuine 
fuss and furor ...t was stirred up 
in the first meeting between Hud- 
kins and Walker on a rain-soaked 
night of June, in 1998. The battle 
itself was one Imost unequaled for 
Savagery and action. 

However, it wasn't the battle, 
but the verdict that caused the 
stir. The referee, Eddie Purdy, 
cast his vote for Hudking at the 
conclusion of the bout, and his ver- 
dict was concurred in by a large 
majority of the press representa- 
tives. A conservative estimate was 
that Hudkins won six of the ten 
rounds. However, the two official 
judges voted for Walker, and theirs 
were the deciding votes. 

Walker Retained Crown. 

The verdict, which astounded 
most of the 30,000 spectators, al- 
most precipitated a riot, according 
to press dispatches following the 
battle. Hundreds of fans milled 
around the ring, boohing and 
threatening the judges, while oth- 
ers sought shelter under the grand- 
stand from the rain—the bout 
was held in Comiskey Park—and 
from there yelled their derision. 
However, it is not on record that 
boohing changed the verdict In a 
world title bout. This was no ex- 
ception. Mickey Walker's crown 
was saved, but by a close margin. 

The result of the battle recalled 
to boxing followers the unpopular 
verdict under which Walker won 
the middleweight title from the 
late Tiger Flowers, Georgia Negro, 
in 1926, also in Chicago. The ref- 
eree’s decision never has been sat- 
isfactorily explained. Flowers, ac- 
cording to experts at ringside, was 
winner by a decisive margin, but 
the decision and the title went to 
Walker. 

The two verdicts are only two 
of several incidents which, to be 
charitable, may be termed “lucky 
breaks’ in Walker's favor. To il- 
lustrate Walker's persistent good 
fortune in the ring, it is pointed 
out that he took the middleweight 
championship after he had lost the 
welterweight title, an@ was seem- 
ingly through as a championship 
factor in any division. He lost the 
welter title, which he won from 
Jack Britton in 1922, to Pete 
Latzo. : 

Although the unpopular and pe- 
culiar verdicts in Walker's favor 
might indicate that he is not of 
top rank asa fighter, such, as tox- 
ing followers know, is not the case. 
He has shown himself to be wilil- 
ing to climb into the ring with 
any op, »nent his manager, “Doc” 
Kearns, may choose, and at tiny 
weight. And in the ring Walker 
fights a spirited, aggressive ba«-le, 
giving his best. 

Reports from the West indicate 
that if either fighter has the eige 
in physical condition at this i...e, 
it is Walker. Weighing over the 
160-pound limit, he has had the 
brisk job of working down to 
weight, while Hudkins, under the 
limit, has had to hold off in his 
training in order not to work off 
additional weight. However, Hud- 
kins showed he was in top form 
when he won his last bout by a 
knockout. This was on Sept. 24. 
Joe Anderson, a rugged mid 'le- 
weight, was the victim. In Walker's 
last start he defeated Leo Lomski, 
Aug. 19. 

These 30,000 spectators are the 
ones that Hudkins hopes “couldn't 
be wrong.”

There are 87 dialects and as many tribes. 
The schools are teaching English. The 
younger generation prefers it to Spanish, 
Tagalog or any other dialec, but it will 
take several generations before English 
read and spoken by a majority of the people. 
The largest circulation of any publication in 
the archipelago is 25,000 in 13,000.000 pop- 
How can there be enlightened pub 


under those circumstances? 

The dominant party maintains its over- 
whelming supremacy, not only by controlling 
all the patronage making opposition practical 
political ostracism, but by the Cacique sys- 
tem. 

The Caciques are the influential men— 
mestizos, as a rule—in the towns and bar- 
‘rios. They own land which they rent to 
tenants and lend money to the Taos, the Ma- 


tenants and farmers are in bondage to 
them body and soul and they control their 
The debtors do what 
| the Caciques tell them to do without| ques- 
The Caciques, in re- 
turn for their political support and influence, 
obtain favors and privileges from the 
Government officials and the courts. The 
combination is politically irresistible. 

Of course, the Cacique system is gradual- 
ly weakening as prosperity and popular in- 
ignorance and poverty 


are its soil. it still exists in large measure. 


There are those who declare that the Ca- 
‘ciques practically rule the local courts and of- 


ficials. That is why Gen. Aguinaldo declares 
that the present government is a mockery of 
democracy. 

Then there are the Moros. The primitive 
pagan tribes may be put aside as negligible. 
They, like our Indians, will be wards of any 
Government for years. The Filipino politi- 
cal leaders say the Moros are negligible and 
will soon be absorbed under independence. 
No one-else in the tslands believes that they 
are negligible or will be absorbed by the 
De | Filipinos. They may in time be exterminated 
‘by superior numbers, but not absorbed. 
| The Moros are a fighting people. They 
have their own civilization and religion. They 
are Mohammedans, fanatic in religion. The 
Spaniards never conquered them. The only 
whipping they ever got was by the Ameri- 
can army, and that took hard fighting and 
slaughter. They respect America and Armer- 
icans. They say Americans give them a 
square dew), but they bate and detest the 
Christian Filipinos, The Filipinos hate them 
and don’t know how to deal with them.

They are now excluded un- 
der American law, but the Filipinos would 
not exclude them. 

Senator Osmena and Speaker Roxas ex- 
pressed themselves fully in America before 
the Senate Committee on Ways re Means in 
the anti-tariff fight. 

Osmena, suave, able, intelligent, waived all 
objections to independence aside, declaring 
they could all be workec out, He admitted 
the Filipinos would not exclude the Chinese, 
but he was sure they could handle the sit- 
uation. 

Manuel Quezon is the one leader who 
knows what he wants to say and how to say 
it. He talked freely one afternoon at his 
handsome home in Pasay, a suburb of Manila, 
overlooking the bay. When | asked him 
what was the principal cause of the slow 
economic development of the isiands and of 
the reluctance of capital to invest, he said 
promptly, “uncertainty.” 


“What do you mean by uncertainty? 
it fear of independence?”’ 


“No, independence would help; it is the 
uncertainty of American action. America has 
no fixed policy with regard to the Philip- 
pines. It is changeable and subject to the 
variations of home politics and to the atti- 
tude of Governor-Generals, some ignorant of 
us and our conditions.” 

“What about your restrictive laud and cor- 
poration laws?” 

“They retard develonment, but we will not 
radically change them. We want to keep the 
land and resources of the Philippines for the 
Filipinos. We do not want big corporations 
and big business interests in the islands. We 
fear their influence against 
They might defeat it.” 

“T’ll tell you the truth. We want inde- 
pendence now, but we do not expect it. 
Meanwhile we want to learn by experience 
how to govern ourselves. We want to handle 
governmental responsibilities and powers. 
You can’t learn to swim unless you go into 
the water and try. We want to try govern- 
ment. 

“That all depends upon the Governor-Gen- 
jeral. We have passed laws usurping execu- 
tire powers. Gen. Wood went to the other 
extreme. He did not\ co-operate with the 
Filipinos. He ran the government without 
their co-operation. Governor-General Stim- 
son set that right. He revived the Council 
of State. He consulted and co-operated with 
the Filipinos. He gave Filipino officials re- 
sponsibility and power to act, retaining his 
power to correct or remove them when they 
erred. We expect Governor-General Davis to 
follow a similar policy. He has made a fine 
starty He has won the friendship of the Fill- 
pinos. 

“They say we haven’t a representative Leg- 
islature. Well, 70 per cent is composed of 
farmers.

INCE I last wrote there have occurred two important. events, 


Mr. Ramsay MacDonald’s tour 
in America was a triumph not 
only from a spectacular point of 
view but from the more impor- 
tant standpoint of creating a 
friendly atmosphere—I might say 


a friendlier atmosphere—for fu-° 


ture Anglo-American discussions. 
The welcome given the British 
Premier was remarkable for its 
warmth and sincerity. Apart 
from the fact that the American 
public seemed anxious to give an 
enthusiastic greeting to the head 
of the government of a friendly 
state, Mr. MacDonald's personali- 
ty attracted them and . his 
speeches pleased them. 

He is not the first European 

Prime Minister to pay an official 
visit to America. M. Briand, 
as French Premier, attended the 
Washington conference in 1922 
and was received with great en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Balfour, former 
British Premier, attended the 
same conference in his capacity as 
Foreign Secretary. The notable 
reception accorded him is still re- 
called with pride by all those who 
witnessed it. — 
A Most Auspicious. Time, ’ 
, In one respect, Mr. MacDonald 
is more fortunate than his prede- 
cessors. Their visits occurred at 
a time when the world was fdil, 
not so much of counter attractions 
but of counter distractions which 
troubled nations and absorbed 
their thoughts. Mr. MaeDonaild’s 
visit, on the other hand, occurred 
at a time of complete calm. The 
spectacle was, therefore, seen and 
enjoyed by all. Its atmospheric 
value is beyond question. 

The feeling between these two 
sreat countries has recently not 
been of the very best. The Angilo- 
French naval pact had roused 
more suspicions and antagonism 
in America than any event for 
two generations, and British 
opinion was sulky because of the 
American relentiessness on the 
question of war debts. There 
was a good deal of growling and 
snarling in the background—on 
both sides. For the moment, at 
any rate, these unpleasant sounds 
have subsided and there is a 
greater feeling of friendliness. 

That is all to the good and if 
it continues its '‘nfluence in inter- 
national affairs will be momen- 
tous. This is the real 
ment of the visit. When you 
come to decisions on practical is 
sues they seem to have all been 
postponed to a future date. The 
note of friendliness in diplomatic 
affairs will help when the time 
comes. But the Pres‘dent and 
the Premier obviously came to the 
conclusion that thé time was not 
yet for definite -nd final arrange- 
ments on any of the debatable 
questions awaiting settlement.

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BYRD BEGINS HIS SEASON. 

Just as rain, cold and a threat of snow remind 
dwellers in the temperate zone that winter is almost 
here, Little America prepares to greet the antarctic 
summer. The Byrd expedition has dug out of its 
snowbound retreat on the Bay of Whales. The bliz- 
zards which sent the temperatures down to the minus 
seventies have subsided, and the sun is paying with 
24-hour-a-day service for its total neglect during the 
winter. 

Now the heavy work of the expedition is about to 
begin. Geologist Larry Gould will lead a party to 
explore the Queen Maud Mountains, and it is thought 
momentous discoveries are in waiting. These moun- 
tains may be a continuation of the Andean Cordil- 
leras, there may be fossil remains shedding new 
light on the earth’s history, it is possible valuable 
minerals will be found. Just now the supply party 
is pushing its dog teams slowly southward to lay 
bases for the geologists. Here is the old-fashioned 
kind of polar travel, with benefit of no modern con- 
venience except the radio.

THE BIRTH OF “MAZDA LANE.” 

As the world is celebrating the golden jubilee of 
Mr. Edison’s incandescent bulb, the first use of elec- 
tric lights in a theater is recalled by the impending 
opening of the New Savoy in London, successor of the 
historic Savoy which was built for the comic operas 
of Gilbert and Sullivan. At the opening of the origi- 
nal house, in October, 1881, London first saw the 
electric light in practical use, for the enterprising 
manager, Richard D’Oyly Carte, has provided a bril- 
liant scene with 1200 of the new “artificial lights.”

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JUSTICE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 

The Gaston County grand jury has refused to order 
anyone to trial for the murder of Mrs. Ella May 
Wiggins, textile striker, or for the abduction and 
flogging of three union organizers in what even con- 
servative observers of the North Carolina situation 
now are calling a class war. The jury’s finding of 
“insufficient evidence” was made despite the testi- 
mony of 24 witnesses to the murder and in spite of 
Judge Hoyle Sink’s refusal to accept its first report, 
which he called “a plain miscarriage of justice.” The 
grand jury resumed its deliberations, but the Judge’s 
admonition did no good, for its decision was un- 
changed and it was dismissed, ending the inquiry 
for the present: : 

Consider the difference between the murder of Mrs. 
Wiggins, widowed mother of five children, and the 
killing of Police Chief Aderholt. A shot in the dark 
killed Aderholt; Mrs. Wiggins was shot down in 
broad daylight, in the presence of a crowd. Yet 16 
persons were indicted for Aderholt’s death and seven 
were convicted, although the opinion is general that 
they were found guilty of Communism and atheism 
more than of murder, for those extraneous, issues 
were allowed to dominate the trial. Or consider the 
riot at Marion, in which six strikers were killed and 
more than 20 wounded. To this day no action has 
heen taken to bring the slayers to justice, although 
that carnage also occurred in broad»daylight, with 
plenty of witnesses. On the other hand, four men 
tried for beating an organizer were acquitted in Car- 
burrus County. 

When “justice” becomes as one-sided as this, it 
may truly be said to have broken down. 
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THE DUFFER WINS. 

That is, indeed, a “nice point,” as the lawyers say, 
which Horton Smith raises in his latest discussion of 
golf—whether the scratch player or the duffer gets 
the greater thrill out of the game. Our heir appar- 
ent, if Mr. Smith may be so designated, is inclined 
to think that the wanderer in the wastes of duffer- 
dom experiences thrills which proficiency has filched’ 
from the elect. The latter always wears the gyves 
of noblesse oblige. Perfection, or its approximate, is 
his irreducible minimum. Pride of accomplishment 
attends him on his faultless way, to be sure, but emo- 
tionally all that is left him is to avoid the chagrin 
of a blunder, His very skill condemns him to a 
negative sort of joy.

A MISSOURI PROBLEM. 


The Duel for Control of China 


Power of Nanking Government or any other unified rule to hold its own is issue 
in apparently impending conflict between Chiang and Feng, the country’s two 
strong men; people will lose, whatever the outcome, and progress will suffer after 
gain when peace seemed near; nation may not be ready for centralized regime. 


From the New Republic. 


HE conflict between China's two strong 

men, averted last spring by an eleventh- 

hour compromise, appears to be coming 
to a head. , Chiang Kai-shek and Feng Yu- 
hsiang are marching troops against each 
other, and while troop movements in China 
are often only opening maneuvers for posi- 
tion in subsequent negotiations, it appears 
more likely as we go to preas that there 
will be fighting on a grand scale. 

Primarily, the fssue is one of personal 
rivalry. 
nominally republican “government China’s 
political evolution has not yet reached the 
stage where two strong men can coexist, 
even though not seriously differing in gen- 
eral aims. Chiang and Feng were able to 
co-operate as long as there was the Pekin 
Government as a common enemy. Soon 
after Pekin had been eliminated and the 
Nationalist Government was established in 
Nanking, they fell out. Evidently there 
can be no peace until one of them is over- 
thrown. 

Behind the issue of personal rivairy lies 
the broader question whether the Nanking 
Government can maintain its ascendency: 
whether, indeed, any one government can 
maintain ascendancy in China under pres- 
ent conditions. The Nanking Government 
was set up 16 months ago, after a long 
period of sectional autonomy under prac- 
tically independent military satraps. Uni- 
fication was proclaimed under the rule of 
the Kuomintang, or Nationalist party. As 
a matter of fact the mandate of Nanking 
at that time was unnoticed in all but three 
of the 18 Provinces, but since then it has 
succeeded in extending its sway over half 
of the country. There has been more than 
one attempt to challenge its control, ‘but all 
have failed, each failure leaving Nanking 
more strongly entrenched, both in power 
and prestige. 

The coalition just formed under Feng 
Yu-hsiang is another attempt and a much 
more formidable one. If it presses the 
challenge to actual war, the Nanking Gov- 
ernment wil, undergo its decisive test. If 
Nanking is successful again—if, that is, 
Chiang Kai-shek wins—the supremacy of 
the present Government is unlikely to be 
challenged for a long time. If Nanking is 
defeated. another lengthy period of inter- 
mittent warfare wili probably ensu@ Per- 
haps that is inevitable. It may be that the 
attempt to impose a centralized government 
upon the whole country was premature, and 
that a working agreement for a few years 
to live and let live, among three or four 
leaders securely established in as many 
parts of the country, would have been more 
practicable. The decay of the Manchu dyn- 
asty in its last 60 years of rule and the 
subsequent years of revolution ahd destruc- 
tion ma, have done more than to destroy 
one system. They may also have left politi- 
cal vitality too spent for the building up 
of another system, without a longer time 
than has elapsed, for recovery. But from 
the beginning the Chinese revolution has 
been in a hurry. Revolutions usually are. 

In any case, it is certain that the Chinese 
people will lose. From the point of view 
of their interests, the outbreak of warfare 
will be more than ordinarily tragic. In the 
first place, there is famine in the land, part- 
ly because there have been drouths, and

partly because the productivity of large 
areas has been reduced or destroyed by 
armies on the march. In the second place, 
the economic structure of the country has 
already been shaken by 10 years of warfare 
and cannot endure much more without com- 
plete collapse. China hag learned enough 
from the West to conduct its wars now 
with costly armaments. Both sides will 
need money. Banks will be forced to make 
loans, levies will be made on busihess, grain 
and mules will simply be taken from such 
peasants as still have them. 

The mere promise of peace in the last 
year had already brought about a slight 
economic recovery. Railways were running 
again and goods could be moved. Regions 
almost isolated before were being opened 
to trade again. Troops were being freed 
for the only purpose for which they are of 
any use in China—or anywhere else for 
that matter—that is. to put down organized 
banditry. A faint hope was beginning to 
dawn that China was coming up out of 
the depths. There were even those who 
dared to believe that the numerous recon- 
struction plans which have been set down 
On paper during these many years of revo- 
lution might begin to materialize. If only 
for its psychological effect, therefore. a re- 
newal of war will be disastrous. Already 
war-weary to the point of despair, the Chi- 
nese people will be plunged into hopeless- 
ness. A hopeless people. old and weary and 
skeptical at best. is poor material. for the 
task of remaking a civilization. There may 
even be the danger that the magses, goaded 
beyond endurance, will turn on the rulers: 
there have been such periods in Chinese 
history. 

There is a psychological value in peace 
in China, just now. It can become a habit. 
Evety additional month that it can be main- 
tained establishes it the more firmly. It 
has already become necessary for Chinese 
military leaders to denounce militarism and 
profess disarmament. Only thus could they 
gain prestige. a fact which in itself is not 
only significant but educative in influence 
—educative even for the military leaders. 

It must be emphasized, however. that 
whatever the result, it will make little dif- 
ference to the foreign powers. Whatever 
government or military group succeeds, it 
will be nationalistic so far as foreign priv- 
lleges and the unequal treaties are con- 
cerned. It is the one paint on which Chi- 
nese of all parties agree. \

advent or departure of strong men 
have no effect on the course of 
German affairs. 

History is full of ifustrations to 
the contrary. The influence exert- 
ed by Dr. Stresemann during his 
six years of office has had a pro- 
found effect on the pacification of 
Europe. 

Had Germany been led during 
these years either by an aggressive 
nationalist hurling defiance at the 
conquerors, or by an amiable paci- 
fist “too weak to stand up for the 
rights of his country abroad or to 
bear down the opposition at home. 
then the state of Europe would 
have been very different from 
what it is today. He was pre-emi- 
nently a minister of peace and not 
of revenge, but he always upheld 
with great dness as well as dex- 
terity, the rights, dignity anc hon- 
or of the Fatherland. That is why 
he won the respect of gallant foes. 

No German statesman of mod- 
ern times so completely won the 
confidence of foreign nations. He 
was in himself an embodiment of 
the honest change which has come 
over the German people. During 
the war he was frankly an annex- 
ationist and an advocate of the in- 
corporation of Belgium in the Ger- 
man Empire. He had the courage 
not only to change his opinion but 
to act upon ‘that change. 

The surest hope for the future

ECAUSE of the all-weather 
character of the roads, a mo- 
tor trip to Ironton, Mo., in the 
Ozarks, may be taken at almost 
any time of the year, with no fear 
of getting stuck in the mud.

Franklin Predicts 
Network of Toll 
Roads in Country 


By H. H. Franklin, President, 
Franklin. Autoombile Co. 

Will the failure of present road- 
building programs to meet present 
day traffic needs, result in an era 
of toll roads such as we had in 
this country for many years? 

Even the youngster who now 
drives his motor car over the high- 
ways realizes that traffic is con- 
tinually increasing far beyond the 
accommodations of the roads. 

For years the motoring public 
has demanded for highway facil- 
itles that would meet current 
needs, as well as the needs of the 
future, yet this demand has been 
answered only tO a small degree. 
It is the slowness of construction 
that has created a more or less 
irate public and this slowness, if it 
maintains, is c in to result in 
a slowing up of inter-city as well 
as interstate transportation. 

With speedy transportation rep- 
resenting one of the major factors 
in our modern economie life, it is 
highly essential that more consid- 
eration be given in the matter of 
the immediate construction of 
highways that will meet traffic 
conditions for years to come. 

It is possible that toll highways 
in some instances may provide the 
solution of this problem. Private 
enterprise already has exhibited an 
interest in this phase and it is not 
going too far to reason that the 
Wederal Government might under- 
take a network of highway proj- 
ects On a toll basis. Such hich. 
ways, it would appear logical, could 
well be coast-to-coast roads and 
thus would answer to a large de- 
gree the demand and need of the 
motoring public for expansion of 
our highway system. 

The revenue from such roads 
eould well be used for a further 
expansion of toll highways or ff it 
were deemed advisable such roads 
might become free highways after 
the tolls had absorbed the cost.

Symphony Begins Golden Jubilee Friday 


HE St. Louis Symphony Or- 
T cnestra's Golden Jubilee Year 

will be ushered in at the Odeon 
next Friday afternoon and Satur- 
day evening with what promises to 
be one of the most notable pro- 
grams in the orchestra’s history 
presented by E. Fernandez Arbos, 
as guest conductor. Two weeks of 
intensive rehearsals are reported 
to have brought a splendid unity 
into the ensemble which presents 
this season, besides the new con- 
cert master, Alexander Thiede, new 
principals in the viola, horn and 
bassoon sections and a total of 190 
new faces among the musicians: for 
Frederick Fischer, the orchestra's 
personnel manager, has spent a 
busy summer building up the en- 
semble. 

Senor Arbos will afford his audi- 
ence a first hearing in St. Louis of 
four works among the five on his 
program. Included is the fine 
spirituality of a Bach chorale, the 
fascinating brilliance of authentic 
Spanish dances and what many be- 
lieve to be the most significant of 
the Beethoven symphonies, the No. 
5 in C minor. while immediately 
following after the intermission is 
Richard Strauss’ “Thus. Spake 
Zarathustra.” 

The Bach number is Granville 
Bantock’s orchestration of_ the 
chorale variations from Bach's 
cantata “Wachet auf,” which in 
turn is based upon an old German 
hymn by that mystic Philipp Nich- 
olai, and which Bach composed in 
1731 for a service on a Sunday for 
which the gospel was the Parable 
of the Ten Wise Virgins.

H tion and debate the exact rank 

of Beethoven's Fifth among the 
immortal nine symphonies, this 
much is certain: that the Fifth 
would probably —rank higher in 
placement by point credits even 
gemong the experts than would any 
other, while in the popular mind it 
unquestionably ranks highest. For 
the average music lover readily un- 
derstands the symbolism of those 
raps of Fate which seek t6 domi- 
nate the spirit of the music. He is 
auick to see, as the experts have 
seen, a reference to Beethoven's 
love in some of its lyrical incidents; 
and he understands without the 
aid of confusing comment, the ul- 
timate and serene note of man's 
triumph over the assagits of Fate 
which is its close. 

The two Spanish numbers are 
Senor Arbos’ own transcriptions of 
two of the plano works of his fel- 
low countryman and friend, Isaac 
Albeniz, one of the very freatest 
masters of the piano. They are “‘E] 
Puerto.” which is a musical paint- 
ing of a little Spanish port, and 
“Navarra.” The tatter is a post- 
humous composition of the master. 
The jast part of the work was pro- 
vided by Senor Arbos following the 
death of his friend. “Navarra” is 
» virile piece, evocative of that sec- 
tion of Spain. and characterized by 
the Navarrese Jota, a dance indig- 
enous to the region.

ITH that program the 

louis Symphony Society be- 

gins its observance of its 
fiftieth vear. For in 1880, in the 
summer months, a tittie group of 
musica! idealists banded them- 
selves as the “St. Louls Grand Or- 
chestra” and gave concerts three 
times a week in the then popular 
Schnaider’s Garden. They ‘had

But they 
accounted it a privilege to play 
symphonic music, those 14 men, 
even if there were times when the 
income from their concerts wasn't 
half enough to pay the wages of 
the substitutes. 


St. Louis has had other concert 
orchestras, an important one, the 
Philharmonic, having been in ex- 
istence between 1860 and 1870, as 
the researches of Ernst Krohn 
have revealed. August Waldauer 
had served as conductor of that 
“orchestra and in 1881 he organized 
another orchestra devoted to 
symphonic music—The Musical 
Union Orchestra, of which.he Was 
the conductor, and the purpose of 
which sas to provide winter con- 
certs of good music for St. Louis. 


Meantime Joseph Otten, an or- 
ganist and choirmaster, had or- 
ganized the &t. Louis Choral. So- 
ciety, which in 1881 gave two con- 
Serts. It and the Musical Union 
Orchestra grew siowly along inde- 
pendent lines, and in 1883 the St. 
Louis Choral Society, now a chorus 
of 300% participated in a Theodore 
Thomas concert, and the following 
vear in a Wagner festival here in 
St. Louis under that magnificent 
leader. These provided inspiration 
to do better and more important 
things with local resources and the 
St. Louis Choral Society began to 
combine orchestral with choral 
concerts. The instrumentalists, 
both for those concerts and for the 
Musical Union's, were the same, 
the best the city had, and ultimate- 


ly it became evident that the cause 
of music would be advanced if the 
two were merged—an event which 
took place in 1890, when the St. 
Louis Choral Symphony emerged 
from the two and gave alternate 
symphonic and choral concerts. 


Otten in 1893 resigned and was 
succeeded by Alfred Ernst, who in 
turn was succeeded by Max Zach.

Zarathustra.” Richard Strauss’ 
remarkable interpretation of Niet- 
zsche’s philosophy in music, which, 
as said before, it will hear in the 
opening program next Friday and 
Saturday. For the 50-year-old or- 
chestra was only in its ‘teens when 
Strauss composed his remarkable 
music. In the intervening years 
“Thus Spake Zarathustra” has been 
accepted as a part of the great or- 
chestral repertory. It is not often 
played. It is too big a work for 
that: but it appears upon occasion 
in the repertory of the greatest or- 
chestras. 

Strauss disclaimed any inten- 
tion of setting forth Nietzschean 
philosophy. “I did not intend to 
write philosophical music nor to 
portray in music Nietzsche’s great 
work,” he told ‘Otto Fiorsheim.

ALKING motion pictures have 
T inherited the birthright of the 

old tegitimate stage as popular 
dramatic entertainment. and the 
drama of classic form will survive 
in America in a new theater for 
the sophisticated. 


The advent of talking pictures 


has elevated the playwright to a 
commanding position in the pro- 
duction of a motion picture. Where- 
as in the silent version the direc- 
tor shaped the picture, in the talk- 
ing picture the playwright will set 
the mold. 

The American theater. in the 
sense of the popular medium of 
dramatic art is now the talking 
motion picture. IT say this not be- 
cause 1 happen to be engaged in 
the talking picture business at 
present, for my heart belongs to 
the stage, but because I see the 
handwriting on the wall The 
stage is perfectly healthy in its 
upper branches; in every other de- 
partment i. is dead or dying. The 
commercial theater has been be- 


trayed by its owner. 
- 


HE theater of the future will 
be a medium for the expres- 
sion of only the highest dra- 
matic art. operated for a limited 
audience of sophisticated persons 
in a half dozen or so centers of 
population. New York, Philadel- 
phia, Boston, St. Louis, Cleveland, 
Chicago, Detroit, Los Angeles and 


san Francisco—in such cities will 
the new theater*be found. It will 
call to it only dramatists of high 
talent and deep conviction. 

Elsewhere, in smaller cities, the 
drama of classic. dimensions will 
be in the keeping of the community 
Little Theater. 

The decline of the commercial 
stage will be and has been accom- 
panied by the revival of the com- 
munity theater. 

The death knell of the road 
companies has been sounded. The 
villager and+citysdweller will go to 
the picture show for his drama. 

I have neither bitterness because 
of the demise of the stage nor 
scorn for the rise of the screen.

“The whole symphonic poem is in- 
tended as my homage to Nietzsche's 
genius, which found its greatest 
exemplification in his book “Thus 
Spake Zarathustra.” Florsheim, 
former editor of the Musical Cowr- 
er, thought this the greatest score 
than man had ever penned. 

Strauss began work on “Thus 
Spake Zarathustra’ in February, 
1896. He completed it in the au- 
tumn of that year and it had its 
first performance at Frankfort-on- 
the-Main Nov. 27. Early the next 
year Theodore Thomas introduced 
it to America in the course of his 
Chicago concert season. Since then 
it has been heard wherever there 
are great orchestras—except in St. 
Louis. 

Before it could be heard here, it 
was necessary to rehabilitate the 
organ at the Odeon—which was 
done this summer. after Senor Ar- 
bos, in Paris, had suggested that 
he would like the honor of pre- 
senting “Zarathustra” for the first 


time here. 
W “Zarathustra” Frederick 
Nietzsche, whose philosophy 
had inspired it, was mad. Bight 
years before his reason . had 
snapp hortly after the pro- 
digious ental strain attending 
the creation of his magnum opus, 
his “Zarathustra.” That, doubtless, 
will explain why—though the book 
ends upon mighty note of affirma- 
tion, Strauss in his tone poem con- 
cludes with a riddle—the unsolved 
ridddie of the universe. 

Zarathustra is the Zoroaster of 
Persian Philosophy. That is 
Nietzsche gave the name of that 
philosopher to the creation of his 
own brain. Zarathustra becomes 
a symbol! of the free man and the 
forerunner of Nietzsche’s Super- 
man. His is cousin-German to 
Wagner's concept of Siegfried: “the 
male-embodied spirit of thé eter- 
nal and only involuntary. creative 
force, of the true doer of deeds, of 
man in the fullness of his most na- 
tive strength and his most un- 
doubted loveworthiness.” 

In the course of his journeys 
through the universe Zarathustra 
seeks to resolve the problem of life 
by religion, by science. by intuitive 
affirmations. He achieves a solu- 
tion, according to his own asatis- 
faction, through the unlimited af- 
firmation of self. In the end he 
looks the sun full in the face, as 
did Walt Whitman, and welcomes 
the noontide of a great day when 
men, by the realization of the com- 
plete self which is in them, shall 
become the beyond-men—the suvu- 
permen of his modification of the 
doctrine of Evolution. 

Nietzsche wasn't a scientist. He 
made the Darwinian theory over 
to suit himself. But the idea that 
man could evolve into something 
superior to the present man was 
the cardinal point of his philoso- 
phy. He taught tn parables and in 
riddies. But he conceived a sort 
of self-discipline through which 
man would arrive at the condition 
of a joyful being, who attained his 
utmost in a joyousness’ that ex- 
pressed itself in laughter and danc- 
ing and song. 

He bad scarcely completed his 
“Zarathustra” when his brain 
snapped.

And a purer, 
higher type of theater may arise 
out of the ruins of the commercial 


stage. 
D best expression it is as health 
as ever. Two of the finest 
plays produped in the last 30 years, 
“Journey's End” and “Street 
Scene.” are running successfully in 
New York. They are done in the 
modern manner, honestly portrar- 
ing life. 

The effect of this evolution of 
drama on the playwright is prob- 
lematical. Many will turn to mo- 
tion pictures for expression; a few 
will continue writing the plays the 
new stage will produce. Some may 
fall by the wayside. 

The only chance I see for a re- 
viva] of interest in the commercial 
theater would be, if the men wha

So obviously the local musicians 
have plenty of company in their 
plight. 

Weber is quoted as follows: “For 
the information of members, I will] 
Say that the American Federation 
of Musicians consists approximately 
of 140,000 members. Those em- 
ployed in theaters never exceeded 
one-sixth, or thereabouts of the 
membership, and of these in the 
neighborhood of approximately 
6000 have now been displaced. 
However, some members have 
found employment in radio stations. 

“Those members displaced in the 
smaller houses such as neighbor- 
heod theaters have been affected 
n greater fumbers than others, and 
again among them the percentage 
of organists is iarge. Evolution 
cannot be hindered and this we 
must keep in mind. and as a re- 
sult must conform to the changed 
cunditions, make the best possible 
thereof, but the outlook, as stated 
before, is that changes are ecom.- 
ing more favorabie to re-employ- 
ment of musicians.”

Zaharoff was his part- 
ner, that from now on 
he would share in the 
profits. 

Some months passed.

Again refusal. The young Basileios 
was already a man of action. He 
put his share of the profits in his 
pocket, informed his relative by let- 
ter of what he had done, and went 
to England, 

But the uncle, like his nephew, was 
not the fellow to sit down and medi- 
tate upon his grudges. He charged the 
boy with embezzlement, had him 
thrown in an English jail, followed 
him to London. Basileios came to 
trial.

Thereupon ensued a period of the 
most intense excitement Le Mars prob- 
ably ever experienced. How Rex Frol- 
key, former minister and long-time 
resident of the town, ended up as a 
bank robber was the only topic of con- 
versation for days. It is doubtful if 
there was ever a character more thor- 
oughly dissected even in smaller towns 
than Le Mars. Every act, good and 
bad, of which Frolkey had been the 
author in the last 15 years was 
dragged out of memory and examined 
for clews to the mystery of why a for- 
mer minister with a wealthy wife 
should turn to bank robbery and why, 
if he did feel impelled to try it, he 
should attempt it in such a bungling 
fashion as he attempted this one. 

After notes had been compared, it 
appeared that Frolkey’s decline had 
been gradual and steady and that his 
latest escapade had been more or less 
a natural development. On second 
thought, acquaintances were not so 
much surprised as they had been at 
first, but still they weren’t ready to 
think of him as a bank robber. Though 
rather worthless and irresponsible in 
late years, he had been withal a pretty 
good fellow. They were inclined to 
blame the fast crowd he had been run- 
ning with in Sioux City.

about 1911. He came here 
with his first wife and enrolled in 
Western Union College, a small Evan- 
gelical institution of about 200 
students.

Still 
he struggled on with his course, and 
the determination he exhibited is said 
to have won him a high place in the 
esteem of his fellow townsmen and 
members of the college faculty. The 
students liked him, too, and elected 
him president of the student body. In 
the next two or three years he held a 
student pastorate at Meriden, a neigh-

Crathorne Church, nine or ten miles 
west of Le Mars.

ing money. No longer was it neces- 
sary for him to earn his evening meal 
by working at hard labor after school 
hours. She even turned over the bank 
account to him to administer as he 
liked. 

As one of the first results of this 
domestic policy, he quickly lost inter- 
est in preaching, although he did fin- 
ish his course in 1925 and obtained a 
license to perform the offices of a 
minister. He occupied a pulpit ocea- 
sionally in the role of substitute pas- 
tor, performed a few marriage cere- 
monies and officiated now and then at 
funerals. It was not a very promising 
clerical career that offered, but such 


ad 


as it was he threw it away after 
the long years of drudgery he 
had spent in preparing for it. 

He liked to gamble. That 
alone, perhaps, would have been 
considered a pardonable weak- 
ness even for a preacher. But 
he made the mistake of preach- 
ing against gambling and then 
going out and taking ‘“‘the boys” 
to an unmerciful trimming 
around the poker table. They say 
around Le Mars he was the best 
poker player in town. The 
boys usually expected him to 
be an easy mark, but when he 
turned out to be an expert, word 
of his exploits got around much too fast 
to make for his progress in the minis- 
try, It seems he had a similar weak- 
ness for female companionship and 
liquor which he took no trouble to 
conceal and he was not at all careful 
about who was permitted to hear him 
using profane language. The result 
was that he was asked to turn in his 
license and get out of the ministry 
before he had fairly started. 


HE business of organizing and 
operating a radio station was 
his next undertaking. Enlist- 

ing the help of Western Union 
College and obtaining subscriptions 
from a number of Le Mars mer- 
chants, he set up Station KWUC. 
It is said he put some $20,000 or 
more of his wife’s money into the en- 
terprise. It went very well for a 
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time. Le Mars merchants put on 
strenuous advertising campaigns and 
all the local musical talent was 
used for programs. But Frolkey went 
down to Sioux City for advertising 
and got it—advertising from com- 
petitors of his Le Mars associates. It 
put the Le Mars merchants in the 
position of helping to finance Sioux 
City competition and caused so much 
wrangling that the Federal Radio 
Commission finally cut the station off 
entirely. Frolkey then found that he 
had blundered out of his second job 
and had lost $20,000 of his wife's 
money besides. 

It appears Mrs. Frolkey began to

He left Le Mars after 
that and spent most of his time at 
Sioux City, which is not far away, re- 
turning occasionally to visit two 
adopted children of the couple who 
continued to live with their foster 
mother in the little brown bungalow 
near the edge of town. 

So far as known now, his first 
bank robbery was executed last July, 
but he was not suspected as the rob- 
ber until after his death in the sec- 
ond undertaking more than two 
months later. Then three officials 
of a bank at Orange City, in an ad- 
joining county, positively identified 
him as the man who had held up that 
institution alone on July 7 and es- 
caped with $4600. Whether he bun- 
gled in the first job as he did in the 
second, nobody can tell. 


ARING forth on his second ex- 

pedition on September 30, Frol- 

key made his first mistake 
by driving his own automobile, a 
shiny new coupe of a make uncom- 
mon enough to attract attention. 
Not only that, but he drove with 
the rumble seat open, thereby fur- 
nishing a mark that would be easy 
to spot in a chase. Over and above 
these mistakes there were two more 
ridiculous blunders. To conceal his 
license number he had placed narrow 
Illinois plates over his wide lowa 


"= plates, fastening them in place with 


rubber bands and leaving a strip of 
lowa tag an inch wide showing above 
and below the Illinois tag. Such a de- 
vice was bound to be noticed and to 
excite suspicion. Then with the clum- 
sily-disguised tags to spur curiosity 
he was indiscreet enough to leave his 
machine parked for several hours in 
the street in Sioux Center while he 
waited for the quiet noon hour in 
which to stage the robbery. Attracted 
by the half-covered plates, and in one 
or two cages by the newness of the 
car, passersby stopped and looked in- 
side.

play these cards in machines. Frolkey 
had started out to rob a bank with 
his card still hanging on the steer- 
ing column.

They lost 
the trail for a moment when Frolkey 
turned into a lane that leads through 
a field to the farm and the fugitive 
gained a little distance. Martinson 
tells what happened then. 

Frolkey drove into the place the 
second time at 3:40 o’clock. He 
seemed to be in frantic haste. He 
called to Martinson and started to- 
ward the barn. 

“I've done a terrible thing,” he 
told the tenant. “If they get me I'll 
do 20 years in the penitentiary.” 

“What have you done?” asked 
Martinson.

With that, Frolkey entered the tool 
shed and made his way past the farm 
machinery to the back of the shed. 
There he opened the seed box of a 
corn planter and drew out an auto- 
matic pistol and a roll of currency. 
He returned to the door where Mar- 
tinson was waiting. Thrusting the 
money into the tenant's hand, he 
placed the muzzle of the weapon 
against his right temple and fired. He 
fell at Martinson’s feet just as the 
Siepertas reached the scene. 

Thus ended the career of a failure.

“The problem of 
fog flying, the most 
important problem 
facing commercial 
aviation, resolves 
itself into the abil- 
ity to carry on flying 
operations under any and all weather 
conditions. That is, to take off from 
one point and land safely at another 
desired point. One needs nothing 
more than the instruments at present 
developed in*order to take off and fly 
indefinitely in the fog, no matter how 
thick the fog may be. But landing 
without being able to see the ground 
is a more difficult problem. 
“After taking off it is 
necessary that the pilot be 
directed to the general vi- 
cinity of the desired port. 
This can be done with 
either the visual or aural 
type radio beacon. It is 
possible, with either type

of beacon, for the airplane to 
be led to a point exactly over 
the beacon tower and for the 
pilot to know when he has ar- 
rived. at that point. From 
here, or from some other 
point along the beam, it is 
necessary to direct the pilot to 
the exact’ point where he de- 
sires to land. For this a 
small localizer beacon or lead- 
in cable may be employed. 

“In order to assure safe 
landing in a fog the pilot must 
be informed as to his altitude 
above the ground he cannot 
see.

with the sensitive altimeter is used 
in commercial flying, let us say, be- 
tween. Jonesville and Smithtown. 
Jonesville, let us pretend, is at an al- 
titude of 1000 feet—which means, of 
course, 1000 feet above sea level. 
Smithtown, on the other hand, is at 
an altitude of 1200 feet. 
Well, the pilot of our plane 
decides that instead of let- 
ting his altimeter show 1000 
feet at Jonesville, he'll just 
turn it back to zero. Then, 
when he gets to Smithtown, 
it will read 200 feet, the 
real difference in altitude 
between the two towns. For, 
obviously, 1200 feet minus 
1000 feet equals 200 feet. 
The accuracy of this in- 
strument is so good that a 
pilot can fly blindly to within a few 
feet of his landing place by the in- 
strument’s dictation. Once that close 
to the ground, he need not worry. For 
thick and unyielding though fog may 
be, the eye will penetrate it for the 
few feet necessary in bringing the ship 
safely to earth. 

The instrument not only functions 
accurately for landings on fields of 
average altitude, but may be used for 
landings at ports greatly below sea 
level to ports 10,000 feet above it. 
The meter is not bothered by changes 
in temperature. 


this altimeter is the reduction 

of “lag’’ to a negligible degree. 
“Lag” is simply slowness in record- 
ing. That is, when a plane goes 
from a height of 8000 feet to one of, 
say, 3000 feet, altimeters too often 
take several minutes to register the 
difference in altitude. Such “lag” 
would make an altimeter useless for 
landing guidance. 

Because of its swiftness in record- 
ing, the sensitive altimeter combines 
the functions—besides that of land- 
ing altimeter—of ordinary altimeter, 
of level flight indicator and of climb 
indicator. 

The result is that the instrument 
combines the properties of four instru- 
ments in one. That in itself is of 
value to the pilot. For, instead of 
having to range his eye over four dif- 
ferent indicators, he can concentrate 
on one, which expedites his handling 
of his ship. It adds appreciably to his 
comfort and his safety.

The pro- 
paganda of the arms makers had 
achieved a reward that perhaps 
these manufacturers themselves 
had hardly dreamed of. Their 
ballyhooing was not, of course, 
the catastrophe’s cause; yet, it 
had helped the evil work along. 
The fact that the enemy was us- 


ing cannon and shell which they- 


had purchased from Vickers, -for 
instance, was forgotten; the earma- 
ment makers were now among the 
great patriots of the day. 

Zaharoff’s time during the next 
four years was not confined en- 
tirely to the arms industry. The 
allies needed his aid; of course 
they got it. Greece was a neu- 
tral, and both the Entente and 
the Central Powers were after its 
allegiance. Here was where Zahar- 
off, close to the heads of the 
Greek Government, could be of 
first aid. 

The task was not easy. The 
Greek King Constantine had fam- 
ily ties with the Hohenzollerns. 
But Venizelos, the Prime Minister, 
began to feel kindly toward the 
allies. Greece became a hotbed of 


‘propaganda, and Zaharoff direct- 


ed the allies’ share of it. In the 
end Greece aligned herself with 
the allies. The man-power of 
Greece was not so important. 
What was important was its 
strategic advantage. It gave the 
allies a base for operations in the 
Southeast against the Central gov- 
ernments. The attack launched 
against the Bulgarian front in 
September, 1918, hastened the end 
for the Teutonic Empires. For 
having gotten Greece into the war 
on the “right” side, Zaharoff

could claim a great part of the 
glory. 

He was rewarded for his vari- 
ous war-time activities. The 
Grand Cross of the Order of the 
British Empire was presented to 
him; he became Sir Basil Zahar- 
off. The French gave him the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of Hon- 
or. Zaharoff gave a chair of lit- 
erature to the Sorbonne and an- 
other to Oxford. Oxford awarded 
him the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Civil Law. 


HE great war was over. But 

there were other wars, and 

other militaristic nations. 
Greece was among the latter. 

The last European nation to 
enter the World War, she felt less 
like laying down her arms than 
did the others. She-had gained 
large territories from the defeat- 
ed Turks, and these same Turks 
were weak, beaten. Greece want- 
ed more. In the spring of 1919, 
on the pretext of protecting the 
Christians in Smyrna, the Greeks 
shouldered arms and occupied 
Turkish territory. Venizelos was 
the moving spirit of Greece's new 
dreams of conquest. Who was his 
political adviser, his financial 
backer? Zaharoff. 

What had happened to this 
Zaharoff? Was his interest that 
of the arms manufacturer? It 
didn’t appear so. Strange as it 
may seem, Sir Basil Zaharoff 
seemed to have felt the call of 
the centuries. The Greek cam- 
paign became his campaign. On! 


Europe 
On! On to the land of his youth. 
He wanted those old territories to 
flourish under the flag of Greece. 

France opposed the Greek ad- 
vance. Lloyd George of England 
countenanced it. But by this time 
the Turks had strengthened them- 
selves. The first Greek advances 
were followed by Turkish counter-’ 
attacks. The war was on. The 
first great battle came. And the 
Greeks yielded. That was the be- 
ginning of the end. Onward came 
the Turks. One Greek stronghold 
after another was abandoned, the 
Turks took Smyrna, the greater 
part of the Greek army was cap- 
tured, Smyrna was burned. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of Greeks in 
Asie Minor fled from their homes, 
and Athens was in confusion. The 
war of conquest had ended in a 
rout. 

London didn’t like it. It was 
Lioyd George, the politicians said, 
not Great Britain, whe had coun- 
tenanced this Turkish war. Ques- 
tions were asked in the House of 
Commons. Members of Pariia- 
ment discussed the business from 
the floor. Who was Lioyd George's 
adviser in this policy in the East? 
Who was the voice behind the 
Prime Minister? Somebody said 
Sir Basil Zaharoff. Greece had 
fallen. So did Lioyd George. In 
office by the grace of a coalition 
government, the Conservatives de- 
serted him, and the Prime Minis- 
ter resigned. The general elec- 
tion brought the Welshman no 
surcease. His opponents won the 
victory.

a man of his means. Still he re- 
mained one of Europe’s greatest 
capitalists. Nor was he - quite, 
through. A septuagenarian, he 
dealt heavily and successfully in 
the world of finance. An oppor- 
tunity effered itself at Monte Car- 
lo; Zaharoff invested in the ca- 
sino, controlled it, made huge 
profits, and got out of it again. 

In the autumn of 1924 he mar- 
ried. His bride, in her _ sixties, 
was the widowed Duchesse de Vil- 
lafranca de los Caballeros, a lady 
of French-Spanish family. Their 
union lasted but 18 months; she| 
died in the spring of 1926.

OR a great many 
years I and other 
intelligent farm- 
ers have been 
giving considera- 
ble time and 
thought to the 
hen. We have 
felt that some- 
thing should be 
done to improve 
the hen.

seemed to us that 
the hen was being neglected. Other 
internal combustion institutions, such 
as the motor car and the depth bomb, 
were being improved right along, but 
we continued to stoke the hen with $2 
worth of cracked corn and get back 
$1 worth of eggs, and nothing was 
ever done about it. Except for a few 
changes in her chassis and variations

‘im her paint job, the hen has remained 


merely a hen. In all the essential 
specifications, the 1929 hen is prac- 
tically the same as the 1812 model. 

In order that ab may understand 
this subject I will explain here that 
the hen is am animal of the bird va- 
riety with two legs and feathers. The 
feathers are applied on the outside of 
the ben, and the legs are on the hen’s 


until after she has been boiled that she 
is ever referred to as the Chicken 
Patti. 

In considering -possible improve- 
ments in the hen we had a hint from 
eating chicken salad, which is mostly 
veal. “Why not,”’ we asked, “graft the 
hen onto the calf and produce a new 
food creature to be called the salad- 
hen!” We would then have a four- 
footed hen-calf, furnishing four drum- 
sticks instead of two, and a new sort 
of calf hide with feathers on it. It 
was not until we had drawn plans and 
specifications of the proposed salad- 
hen that it occurred to us that you 
cannot graft a hen onto a calf. This 
is because they are not vegetables. 


UR next attempt was to improve 
( the voice of the hen. The slogan 
we adopted was “Bring the hen 
into the home!” At present the 
householder does not keep the hen in 
the house, and this is a disadvantage, 
particularily in winter. Because of her 
voice the hen is now kept 200 feet 
from the house—or, if possible, two 
miles from it—with the result that 
in winter the hen becomes chilled and 
lays almost no eggs. The canary, on 
the other hand, is kept in the house, 
living the life of Riley. Its existence 
is one long meal, and it lays almost no 
eggs. 
This favoritism is due to the fact 
that the canary sings better than the 
hen. While the hen sings “crawk, 
crawk, crawk,” the canary sings 
“tweet, tweet, tweet—tweedle-ecedie- 
eedie——wee, wee, wee,” and is loved 


by one and all, including the cat. Our 
problem was to rearrange the hen so 
that she would sing “tweet, tweet, 
tweet—tweedle-eedie-eedie—-wee, wee, 
ene.” 

This would bring the hen into the 
house, preferably into the kitchen, 
where she would carol sweetly. Then 
the cook need enly reach up a hand to 
pluck an egg out of the cage when 
she wanted an egg, or reach up a hand 
and pluck a hen out of the cage when 
she wanted a hen. Unfortunately, we 
found that there was no way to rear- 
range a hen so she would sing “tweet, 
tweet, tweet — tweedle-eedle-eedle— 
wee, wee, wee.” Our records show 
that we disintegrated hundreds and 
hundreds of hens and rearranged 
them, but not one of them would sing 
even “tweet.”” We soon decided that,
